THE COURT OF INQUIRY

DAY BELONGS TO THE NATION 


Since 1863 the Ceremony of Decorat- 


ing the Graves of the Heroes 


Has Been Observed. 


Memorial day, or Decoration day, as 


II was at first railed. Is said lo have 
really originated with some southern 
women. In Columbus, Miss., soon after 
the Civil \vr.r. 
In caring for tho 


graves of their loved ones who had 
fallen only a few months before, theyj 
strewed flowers not only on the graves! 
of the Confederate soldiers,- but also ' 
on those of northern soldiers who tind 
fallen In the same battles. 


Three years after the war Qcii. 


John A. Logan, commander, of tie 
Grand Army of the Republic, Issued 
an order In which ho named May 30, 
1SOS, "for the purpose of strewing 
wllh flowers or otherwise decorat- 
ing the graves of comrades 
who 


diet! la defense 
of 
their country, 


nnd whose bodies lies In almost every 
clly, village or hamlet churchyard In 
the land." .The day Is now a legal 
holiday In practically all states of Ihe 
Union, although nil of them do not 
celebrate May 30, the date being ear- 
lier In some parts of the South, 
Tn 


the South there Is also a separate me- 
morial for Ihe soldiers of the "Lost 
Cause," and this Is called "Confederate 
Memorial day." 
In Louisiana It Is 


celebrated on thp birthday of Jeffer- 
son Davis (.Tune 3), who was the first 
nnd only president of the short-lived 
Confederacy.

module, Hie potato (lea-beetle, Iho bac- 
terial wilt, nnd various other Insects 
occaslonnlly carry spores from dis- 
eased to healthy plants. 


Avoid Wounding Plants. 


In cultivating or working arounit 


plants, avoid wounding or breaking 
theui. In pruning make n cleau, closu 
tut. In harvesting fruits ilnd vege- 
tables Hint nre to be stored, handle 
with the grejitest cure to avoid bruis- 
ing, ns decay most froquently begins 
where the nalurnl protective covering 
Is broken. Certain Insects, siicli as tho 
potato tuber moth, also galu access at 
such points. 


Sanitation. 


Neatness, cleanliness, nnd order in, 


the garden help In the fight agnlnst 
Insects and diseases. 
As n general 


rule, the residue of the garden, such, 
ns cornstalks, potato tops, etc., nro to 
bo turned under to Improve tlio soil. 
Do this promjitly, so that Insects and 
disease spores may not be harbored by 
tlio rubbish. 
In some cases, which 


will be pointed out later, diseased veg- 
etable, remains should bo laKcn out of 
the garden and burned. Weeds IE the 
gardeu and nround It bartor both In- 
sects and diseases, pnrlleularly if the 
weeds uro rclnted to the cultivated 
plants. ; 


Just ns soon ns any crop Is gath- 


ered, spado up the ground, and plant 
something else. Eicept In tlio eitremo 
North, rye or oats can be sown to jjiro 
winter cover. 


Crop Rotation.'' ' 


Farmers have found that by rotnt- 


,lng their crops they reduce the Injury 
.from plnnt diseases nnd Insects and 
also Increase the fertility of tho soil. 
This principle applies to the home gnr- 
,dcn, where, if possible, It will be hot- 
ter to make a new plan .each year, 
placing each vegetable where sonic 
'other grew the. year' beforc-rpeas on 
the old tomnlo ground, beels and car-
